; the statement of Mr. Wilkinson of 
weeds, England, in his address on 
“Poetry” which he gave in Conyo- 
eat'on Hall last night. The speak 
pr d his point in a charmingly 
humourous talk that was antithesis of 
the dry-as-dust, “high-brow” lecture 
most people would expect on the sub- 
t. Mr, Wilkinson is head of the 
achers’ Training College in Leeds 
i is also a well-known radio lec- 
r over the B. B. A 


The Hon. Perren Baker, in intro- | 


ducing Mr. Wilkins spoke of the 
need of cor t speech in Canada and 
mentioned tl *t that the speaker 
was from Yorkshire where a most 
pecular dialect s spoken. In opening 
his talk Mr. Wilk’nson said that he 
proud of the fact that he could 
broad Yorkshire, one of the 


ta 
beautiful dialects of England, but that 
he deplored the English used in the 
towns wh’ch was not a dialect but a 


diseased form of English 

The wrong way of teaching English 
was illustrated by the speaker from 
his own school days when as a child of 
eght or nine he was taught “Ex- 
celsior” for three lessons a week for 
an entire year, By the end of that 
time the class hated that poem and 
g poetry. The next year the piece 
lied was “The Psalm of Life” im- 
t children of ten apprehending 
“Te me not in mournful numbers 
life is nothing but a dream.” Horatius 
was very popular and the boy learned 
it in ¢ night, but he lost inter 
in it when it was continued 
months, The great fault in this teach- 
ing was that the teachers themselves 
neither knew or liked poetry—they 
tried to impa 
feel, and they 


ght poems that were 


good in themselves but were outside ts 


of the child’s experience 
More Meaning 


Mr. Wilkinson gave an illustration 
of what poetry was by likening it to! 


a pair of magic spectacles; without 
them we see only a con d, color- 
less mass without form or beauty, with 
them we distinguish beauty we never 
noticed before. If you read poetry as 


the poet intended {tf and see what | 


the poet saw you will never again 
pass that particular phepomenc 
without noticing tf. This point 
illustrated by the poem of Bishaes 
Middleton about a boy hathing. In 
poetry, every word has more than tts 
obyious Meaning, it also has a sub 
sidary meani that appeals to the 
reader, For instance, if a poet uses 
the word ‘violet’ to describe a gir 
eves we at once associate with that 
word all the dainty beauty oft 
flower itself 

The poetry given to children must 
have meaning, children are not so 


silly as we believe, they can appreciate | 


beauty ff it ie related to their own ex- 
perience or if it is not too abstract 


The teacher must like the m him- | 


self and have faith in it if he is to 


| teach it correctly. The poem must be 


properly presented to the child, giving 


|due value to rhyme and rhythm 
though no child should be expected | 


to learn the names of the diferent 
rhythms. The speaker quoted the 
whole of “The North West Passage” 
by Robert Louis Stevenson as an ex- 
ample of a poem within the child's 
experience He also recommended 
nonsense poetry for young children 
they love it if the teacher does not 
spoiled the effect by questioning them 
about all the minor points in it. For 
those who do not believe in nonsense 
Mr. Wilkinson recommended G. K, 
Chesterton's essay “A Defense of Non- 
sense.” 

Other classes of poetry appropriate 
for children are nature poems, poems 


of child experience (such as “Ambi- 


tion, To Shoot") poems of action 
such as Horatius and Scott's “Lady of 
the Lake” and “Marmion” and poems 


such as “Mariners Sleep by the Sea” 
by Charles Kingsley'’s daughter, Mar- 
garet Woods, All through his lecture 


Mr, Wilkinson quoted freely from the 


poems he mentioned and in illustrat- 
|ing his last point, that poetry is not 
sad he recited “The Raggedy Man” 
by an American poet, James White- 
comb Riley. 


In closing, Mr. Wilkinson gave a 


list of helpful books, including a full 
edition of the work of the new poet 
laureate, John Masefield

In 
the morning a cold shower or tepid 
sponge and another rubbdown with | 
galt being beneficial. The salt in addi- 
tion to being a good skin stimulant, 
fs a great aid to any one troubled 
with skin which is rough or covered 
with goose pimples. 

There are many bath salts and 
Powders on the market which are not | 
only soothing, but which have a} 
slightly astringent effect, and thus | 
help ward off excessive perspiration 
as well as impart a delicate floral 
edor to the skin. A combination of 
one ounce of simple tincture of ben- 
goin and one pound of sea salt makes 
& good bath lotion for one troubled 
with excessive perspiration. Add two 
er three tablespooniuls of this to the 
Warm cleansing bath. Another sooth- 
img bath is made by adding one-half | 
pin of aromatic vinegar to the bath | 
water. Following the bath, and after 
drying the body thoroughly, the use 
of an ordinary toilet water over the | 
entire body is most helpful to one 
worried about excessive perspiration. 

D 1g warm weather special care 
must be given to the armpits. It is 
almost impossible to keep them dainty | 
unless they are kept smooth gnd free 
from hair. This may be achieved by 
means of a safety razor or a good 
cream depilatory, Whichever method 
is used, it is a good plan to rub in 
some cold cream afterward to prevent 
irritation. 

After washing the armpits well with 
warm water and a mild antiseptic 
soap both night and morning, bathe 
them in salt water. Dry thoroughly 
and then apply a mild astringment | 
lotion and powder. Astringménts de- | 
signed especially for this purpose may | 
be purchased or one may use the fol- | 
lowing: Essence of bergamot, one 
dram; glycerin, six drams; tincture 
of perchloride of iron, enough to make 
four ounces. Apply with a piece of | 
absorbent cotton after thoroughly 
cleansing and bathing the parts in 
salt water. Allow it to dry on the! 
skin, and then dust on either a tal- 
eum or zinc stearate powder. 

When feet perspire excessive they 
should be bathed every night, either 
tn a warm salt-water or boric-acid 
solution. After drying, sponge wit!
